Uniontown, where

were wounded in gunplay yester­ 
day. 
Three wounded men, who identi­ 
fied themselves 
as 
pickets, were 
treated at the Uniontown hospital 
and seven at 
Brownsville. 
John 
Stepunik. 26, of coal center, one of 
those taken to the Uniontown hos­ 
pital hospital, claimed the pickets 
were waylaid by non-union men. 
Ambushed, Claims Picket 
“We were 
ambushed 
near the 
company store and shot down with­ 
out warning,” said Stepunik, who 
was shot in tne hip. 
Despite the gunfire. Mine Super­ 
intendent Edward Mason reported 
“a number of our men went into 
the mine and are working.’’

The Edfnbom mine is one of 34 
captive mines in western Pennsyl­ 
vania producing coal for the big 
steel companies.
